T[/ie  2001  senior  rugby  season  began  with  much  excitement  as  a  very  experienced  squad  set  their  sights  on  a  provincial 
title.  The  2ndXVcompeted  in  exhibition  games  as  well  as  inlocal  competition,  with  the  1st  XV  playing  in  the  BC  Premier 
competition  as  well  as  meeting  three  touring  teams  before  entering  the  local  playoffs.  The  2nd  XV  began  its  season  with 
two  promising  draws  against  Ladysmith  and  West  Vancouver.  The  team  continued  to  impj-ove;  scoring  very  impressive  wins 
overStelly's,  Claremont,  Mt.  Doug  and  Reynolds,  while  further  victories  were  also  gained  over  the  Brentwood  and  Shawnigan 
2nd  XVs.  Then,  in  the  final  game,  the  2nd  XV  scored  a  27-17  come- from-behind  victory  against  Oak  Bay  IPs  to  top  off  an 
unbeaten  season.  Among  the  many  solid  performers,  a  number  of  players  received  a  chance  to  play  for  the  1st  XV.  These 
included  forwards  Chris  Adair,  Jason  Ko  and  Nick  Wray,  while  Chris  Chapheau  contributed  a  team  leading  13  tries.  The 
1st  XV season  star-ted  well  with  solid  exhibition  wins.  Arch-rivals  Oak  Bay  were  ne.xt  in  line  at  the  annual  Boot  Game,  with 
a  quality  team  performance  ensuring  a  23- 12  victory  and  the  return  of  the  Boot  to  SMUS  for  the  first  time  since  1996.  Following 
a  convincing  victory  over  G.P.  Vanier  to  open  Premier  play,  three  touring  schools  paid  a  visit.  Gutsy  team  efforts  could  not 
quite  overcome  a  stream  on  injuries,  with  all  three  games  lost,  two  of  them  in  the  final  minute.  The  Alumni  Day  clash  versus 
Oak  Bay  would  decide  the  Island  Premier  champions.  A  bitter  26-24  last  minute  loss  was  followed  by  a  similarly  heart- 
breaking 34-31  defeat  in  the  Howard  Russell  Cup  city  final.  However,  prior  to  heading  to  the  BC  Provincial  Tournament,  the 
team  rebounded  with  a  BC  Premier  third  place  win  against  Elgin  Park.  At  the  BC  Tournament,  the  squad  opened  with  an 
easy  first  round  win  over  Gleneagle,  followed  by  a  quarterfinal  victory  over  Kitsilano.  In  the  semifinal  against  Shawnigan 
the  team  gave  perhaps  its  best  perfor-mance  of  the  season  in  a  resounding  50-14  win.  Appr-opriately  enough  the  opponent  in 
the  final  was  #1  ranked  Oak  Bay.  In  a  game  with  real  test  match  pr-esence,  the  two  best  teams  in  the  tournament  produced 
an  exciting  spectacle  in  which  the  lead  changed  hands  four  times.  Unfortunately,  for  a  thir-d  str-aight  time,  the  1st  XV  finally 
went  down  by  a  narrow  margin,  this  time  15-13.  In  spite  of  the  disappointment  of  a  second  place  BC  finish,  the  season  was 
nothing  less  than  a  huge  success.  Much  fine  rugby  was  pr-oduced,  while  all  involved  gained  valuable  memories  and  experiences 
and  developed  teamwork  and  character.  While  not  wishing  to  take  anything  away  from  the  team  effort,  several  players  deserve 
mention.  Captain  Rory  Connolly,  who  was  selected  to  the  BC  School  Commissioner-'s  XV and  was  the  Team  Award  recipient, 
led  the  squad  very  well.  He  was  ably  supported  in  the  backs  by  flyhalf  Mike  Spicer  and  centre  Steve  Mitchelmore,  while,  at 
fullback,  Mike  Pyke  became  top  try  and  points  scorer  (20  tries,  221  points)  and  also  represented  Canada  at  the  Under  19  World 
Cup.  In  the  forwards,  prop  Geoff  Homer  and  flankers  Mark  Shortt  and  Malcolm  King  laid  a  strong  foundation  for  the  team. 
A  special  thanks  to  coaches  Mr:  Kuklinski,  Mr.  Hyde-Lay,  Mr.  Tongue  and  Mr.  Shergold  for  their  expert  tutelage  and 
dedication.
